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FISH Needs Help 


To Continue A 
Vital Service 


A mother called up the other 
day, because she didn’t know 
where else to turn. School had 
just phoned that her child was 
sick and needed to come home, 
yet circumstances prevented her 
from going out. 

FISH came to the rescue and 
picked up the child. 

Last Christmas, a family retur- 
ning home to Maine after a holi- 
day with relatives ran out of 
money and gas in the Shawsheen 
Plaza parking lot. 

FISH got them on their way 
again with food and gasoline. 

A Father was away on business 
a while back, when Mother and 
three children came down sick. 
FISH came in and took care of 
them. 

Sometimes it’s just someone 
who’s depressed and needs a soft 
shoulder or referral to an agency 
that’s equipped to handle his 
problem. An elderly person who 
would like a companion, or a new 
family that doesn’t know its way 
around. 

FISH is a group of volunteers 
who look upon themselves simply 
as ‘‘good neighbors’ to be there 
in time of emergency. They re- 
main largely anonymous because 
they feel that it makes it easier 
for someone who otherwise 
might be too shy to call a given 
name. 

Right now FISH is looking for 
some help itself - - more 
volunteers willing to be called 
upon, on occasion, to drive 
someone to the doctor, or put up 
an abandoned child overnight, or 
cook a meal, or simply answer 
the phone. 

Persons who might be: in- 
terested in volunteering may call 
the same number as someone 
needing help - - listed under FISH 
of Andover in the telephone 
directory. 

The group - - which is a branch 
of a much larger, international 
one - - began in Andover three 
years ago as sort of an 
ecumenical project. It is run by a 
committee that includes 
representatives from every 
church in town as well as in- 
dividuals, and is funded by 
church and individual gifts. 

The sign of the fish - - which

Church in ancient times - - was 
used in England when FISH first 
began, with villagers putting it in 
their windows when they needed 
help. Soon someone would arrive. 

The organization was brought 
to the U.S. in 1964 by the Rev. 
Robert Howell of the Church of 
the Good Shepherd in West 
Springfield. From there it has 
spread to many communities; 
hence the travelling family knew 
whom to call. 

In times of temporary 
emergencies, FISH will do 
housework, take care of a child, 
provide a meal, go shopping, 
locate a lost article. It will find a 
companion for a_ shut-in, 
someone to read, or a ride. It also 
gives advice on cummunity ser- 
vices and helps assist in contac- 
ting community agencies when 
one doesn’t know the right one to 
call. 

As a local spokesman here 
says, FISH is a lot easier to 
remember, say, than the 
“Greater Lawrence Mental 
Health Associaion.”’ : 

Volunteers are on phone duty in 
24-hour shifts, and when a call 
comes in to the FISH number, 
the professional answering ser- 
vice notifies the volunteer. He 
(or she) in turn goes down his 
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roster of members to find the one 
who can provide the appropriate 
service. 

FISH of Andover can also turn 
to a special volunteer 
professional committee that in- 
cludes a psychologist, a pediatri- 
cian, a doctor, a lawyer, a priest 
and a minister. 

The group emphasizes that 
they can help out only in tem- 
porary, not long-term emergen- 
cies. For instance if a person 
needs to go to the doctor every 
week forever, FISH may help out 
for the first two or three weeks, 
then try to help find someone else 
to do it regularly. 

They can’t drive a child to a 
special school in Boston every 
day, but they can help the 
family find the answer. 

They have found some people 
to read to others who couldn't 
see; they found a reclining chair 
for someone who had to sleep in 
that position. They have even 
found people. They’ve been 
known to take people to job inter- 
views, or to pick up food stamps, 
or food. 

A volunteer, a spokesman says, 
may only get called once a month 
or so (Andover FISH gets about

50 calls a month). The work isn’t 
too time-consuming she goes on, 
“but rewarding.”

The Andover Education 
Association voted last week, to 
accept the salary contract ap- 
proved by the fact-finder and 
earlier okayed by the School 
Committee. 

The contract provides a 3.7 
per cent negotiated pay raise, 
plus about a four per cent 
“professional increment.”’ 

School Committee President 
Frank Griggs last Tuesday 
night read a letter from AEA

commitment to the state board. 

Sullivan is serving on a five 
year term which runs through 
next year, and statute prevents 
him from serving on local 
school committees, thus he 
could not be a eandidate. He 
said he fully intends to com- 
‘plete his five year term on the 
state board. 


Sullivan did say that he felt it 
was vitally important that the 
two boards responsible for the 
appointment consider a person 
whose background and stature 
in the community could bring 
an end to the divisiveness which 
has been a part of the com- 
mittee proceedings this year. 

Another name mentioned was 
that of former School Com- 
mitteeman William A. Doherty, 
who is the holder of the state 
record for consecutive years on 
a school committee, having 
served Andover for over 30 
years. 

Doherty said he had retired 
and was not a candidate for the 
vacancy. 

He indicated, however, that if 
he was sought as a candidate 
for the good of the town he 
would consider accepting until 
the March election. 

Other former school com- 
mittee members seem too 
aligned to particular 
philosophies to be considered in 
the area of being a moderating 
influence.

expenditure factor. 

The town is not involved in 
payment for operations within 
the MBTA district, Gunn 
pointed out. The costs are 
assessed for such things as 
crew, equipment maintenance, 
fuel and other items which are 
incurred when the train goes 
beyond the MBTA district 
limits, which on this particular 
line ends in Wilmington. 

The MBTA representative 
noted that increased service to 
the town was possible. It could 
reach a point the service would 
result in as much as five time a 
day. 

The main problem and high 
cost is due to the use of cars 
during peak hours, such as mor- 
ning and evening rush hours. 
There is a need for more cars 
than are available at that time, 
while at other times of the day, 
the cars are idle for long 
periods of time. 

Both the selectmen and 
FinCom members expressed 
appreciation for Mr. Gunn 
appearing before them this 
week, and indicated that this 
was the first time any informa- 
tion had been presented the 
town on the controversial train 
service other than by letter. 

Andover currently provides a 
little over 49 per cent of the 
riders on the daily train which 
stops also in Lawrence and 
Haverhill. North Andover, 
earlier this year, dropped out of 
the service, although the train 
still stops there. 

Gunn explained that quite 
frankly the train is not impor- 
tant to the MBTA operations. 
He further explained that with 
Mass Transit problems, it 
would appear to be more dif- 
ficult to initiate a service later 
on than to continue the limited 
operation as it now exists. This 
was in response to the 
selectmen who had asked what 
would happen, should Andover 
decide to drop the service at the 
October town meeting,

1958. In the 1770's it was part of 


the Baker (family) homestead, 


and peat moss was harvested | 


from the area. Later, in the 
1920’s, Alexander Henderson 
tried unsuccessfully to raise 
muskrats, having dammed and 
flooded the area to form a pond. 


Remnants of the wire fencing to 


contain them can still be found § 


along the trail. 

Only one and a half miles from 
Town Hall, this 55 acre reserva- 
tion can be entered from two 
places on Reservation Road, one 
near the corner of Oriole Drive 
and one opposite Pilgrim Drive. 
A third access is off Argilla 
Road. The trail encircles the 
pond almost completely connec- 
ting with Reservation Road 
reservation at one end and con- 
tinuing through Indian Ridge 
reservation at the other. 
It meanders through stands of 
oaks, pines and several varieties 
of birches. Lowbush blueberries, 
ferns and spring blooming 
wildflowers carpet the forest 
floor. It crosses the streams 
which feed it on low log bridges 
and a dam is easily traversed. A 
point of land offers a panorama 
of the entire pond from a seclud- 
ed viewpoint, an excellent place 
for observation of birds and 
waterfowl. 

Here can be seen the typical 
plants of a pond; the algae, the 
floating plants as duckweed, the 
submerged aquatic plants as 
pond lilies and pickerel weed, 
and the emergents as cattails and 
sedges which grow with their 
roots in water but the rest of the 
plant above it.

seen here is the muskrat, which 
is almost entirely a marshland 
dweller. He builds his house of 
cattails and bulrushes in the 
shallow marshy areas and can be 
seen swimming around looking 
for succulent water plants upon 
which he feeds. Raccoons and 
otter are known to reside here as 
well as a red fox, and on occasion 
mink, weasel and deer are seen. 
A pair of Canadian geese return 
to nest annually and raised three 
goslings this year which were 


tame enough to be hand fed. 

A bittern living here during the 
Summer months is well 
camouflaged standing among the 
cattails, and would go unnoticed 
except for his peculiar sound 
which gives rise to his nickname, 
“bog-pumper.’’ Several species 
of blue herons are a familiar 
sight, and although they feed on 
fish and frogs, they nest in trees. 

During September, hundreds of 
ducks appear at sundown to seek 
refuge for the night in the still 
water. The attraction of birds to 
the pond has made this a favorite 
bird watching area for years. 
Over one hundred species have 
been seen here.

A notice attached to a 
railing round the tree tells its 
story.

As a man of high rank, he 
was permitted to take his wife 
with him on campaign, and it is 
believed that his legion was 
stationed in or near Fortingall 
when the boy was born. 

The Romans were not 
successful in their Highland cam- 
paigns and this legion was recall- 
ed to Rome. 


Scots are convinced that the 
story is true and this is borne out 
by the nickname given to the 
Royal Scots Regiment of the 
British Army. They are the 
senior regiment of the Army and 
actually started as Scottish 
mercenaries in Europe with King 
Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden. 

Because of their age they are 
known throughout the Army as 


, ‘Pontius Pilate’s Bodyguard.”

On Oct. 9 of that year, fire kill- 
ed 250 persons and destroyed 17,- 
430 buildings in Chicago, as a cost 
ol $168 million - a staggering sum 
even a century ago. 

In commemoration of the 
Chicago tragedy, the Oct. 9 an- 
niversary was first observed of- 
ficially in 1911 when the Fire 
Marshals Association of North 
American originated Fire 
Prevention Day. Upon 
recommendation of a commiittee 
of the National Fire Protection 
Association, the “day” became 
lire Prevention Week in 1922. 

Now the observance is always 
scheduled for the Sunday - 
through - Saturday period which 
includes Oct. 9. Proclaimed by 
the President of the United 
States and the Governor - 
General of Canada, Fire Preven- 
tion Week is observed 
simultaneously in the two coun- 
tries. 

Bright Light 

Westinghouse scientists have in- 
vented a lamp that produces 60 
per cent more light for each watt 
than fluorescent lamps. 

Called the ultra high efficiency 
lamp, it was designed to light 
large areas, such as streets, 
Stadiums, shopping areas and 
factories.

Trio Condemn 
Court Action 


Three Andover school com- 
mitteemen - - including John G. 
Wragg, who resigned last week 
- - have issued a statement con- 
demning the recent open 
meeting suit brought by fellow 
committeeman William Lane. 

They call it a ‘‘waste of the 
time and money of hard- 
pressed Andover taxpayers”’ as 
well as a waste of their own 
time “‘in aimless and complex 
legal maneuverings which 
massage the egos of a few and 
do needless damage to the 
progress of the Andover School 
System and the Town.”’ 

Wragg, along with Com- 
mitteeman John Lyons and 
Chairman Francis E. Griggs 
noted the ‘‘substitute findings’’ 
issued by Superior Court 
Justice on Sept. 10. The judge 
had ordered Wragg; Lyons and 
Committeeman George Olesen 
-- -- Griggs was not named - - 
to cease such meetings and to 
hold future meetings in public 
and with sufficient notice. 

The three said, however, that 
the ‘* ‘substitute findings, 
rulings and order’ direct them 
to follow a course of action 
which they believe they have 


always followed - - to act in the 
best interest of the Town of An- 
dover.” The judge had ruled 
“from the evidence that each 
acted in good faith... that each 
acted at all times in what he 
considered to be_in the best in- 
terests of the Town of An- 
dover.”’ 

The statement goes on to say 
that the three ‘‘are persuaded 
that the spirit of the ap- 
propriate law respecting open 
meetings has been observed, 
and that the Town has not suf- 
fered if there have been minor 
violations of the letter of that 
law which the plaintiff in this 
litigation also shares. It would 
seem from the language of the 
Court that most of 
Massachusetts’ government at 
all levels apparently violates 
the letter if such a statute.” 

The three reaffirmed ‘‘a com- 
mitment to continue to observe 
the spirit of the open meeting 
law, however, we cannot 
possibly guarantee that some 
thoughtless person in the future 
will not drag the Committee or 
some other Committee before 
the bar in a meaningless and

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Apple Harvest 


Approaching 


If you like apples and have the 
facilities to keep them properly, 
now is the time to lay in a good 
supply. That's the word from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) this week, as 
the Bay State harvest approaches 
its peak. 

As apple picking continues 
here through mid-October, prices 
remain steady and somewhat 
lower than they must be as fresh 
supplies dwindle. Much of the 
crop goes into controlled at- 
mosphere storage that puts the 
apples to sleep for several 
months. The added costs in 
facilities and labor surely in- 
crease the price of late winter 
and spring apples. 

The New England apple crop, 
the MDA reports, is forecast at 
7.2 million 42-pound units - some 
29 per cent over last year - 
despite a spring frost that caused 
dolorous predictions in mid- 
State. Actually lost were about 
20,000 units, considerably less 
than originally forecast. 

With the constant shortage of 
labor to get the crop in - even 
Shorter this year as the U.S. 
Dept. of Labor restricts imperta- 
tion of foreign workers - more 
and more growers turn to ‘’pick- 
your-own,"’ inviting the public 
into the orchards to select their 
own apples right off the trees. 
You can take the biggest, 
reddest, juiciest McIntosh you 

can find at the going rate of about 
20 cents a pound right now, a con- 
siderable saving over the counter 
price. This ‘‘bargain,’’ however, 
is not so great if you bring more 
apples home than you can proper- 
ly keep. 

Until the weather turns cool, 
fresh apples must be promptly 
refrigerated. Lacking 


- refrigerator space for more than 


a bag or two, one can bake pies 
like mad... and freeze them. 
One doesn’t freeze fresh apples. 
Later into the fall, as the 
temperature gets into the 50s, 
you can store them on a back 
porch or in the garage, without 
artificial refrigeration. 

Pick-your-own has become an 
annual fall recreation for many 
families, having reached the 
point where many growers de- 
pend on the public to bring in a 
good proportion of the crop. But 
putting several thousand people 
into an orchard in a single day 
has brought headaches, too. 


Despite continued warnings, 
people insist upon climbing apple 
trees which don’t require clim- 
bing, knocking down more apples 
than they can pick up, breaking 
branches, and generally damag- 
ing the trees. 

Often, rather than picking one 
apple ai a time, as a good picker 
does, they will shake the tree to 
see how many hundred apples 
will fall to the ground .. . and 
then leave them there to rot.

in the orchards. . . and then they 
leave their litter behind. 

At least one mid-state grower 
plans this year to put uniformed 
police into his orchards to en- 
force his reasonable requests. 
The development is unfortunate, 
but the public can be incon- 
siderate. It takes six years of 
hard work to grow a bearing ap- 
ple tree . . . and five minutes to 
destroy it.

but does not yet trouble me. I 
would like much more evidence 
on the accuracy and relevance of 
standardized tests before worry- 
ing about the Andover students’ 
lest performance. Having used 
such tests in the past to inform 
remedial teaching, I'm aware of 
the pitfalls attendant on judging 
a system exclusively by its test 
scores, In some test-obsessed 
school systems, test scores 
probably show nothing except 
how rigorously their pupils have 
been drilled in test-taking. Stan- 
dardized tests simply cannot 
measure most of the benefits 
which the children [ know have 
received from Andover’s elemen- 
tary schools, benefits such as 
heightened resourcefulness, im- 
agination and enthusiasm for 
learning. 

I fully share Chairman Griggs’ 
distress over the ‘‘brouhaha’’ at 
School Committee meetings and 
the discourtesy some people have 
shown Mr. Wragg. I agree with 
both men that basic skill learning 
is valuable. We have much to do 
to further improve our school 
system, and help it work for 
every child, whether he thrives 
best in a structured or an infor- 
mal classroom. But let’s lower 
our voices, carefully discern our 
educational strengths and build 
upon them, instead of 
acrimoniously striving to change 
the whole system over night. Let 
us, also, change our town Bylaws 
to include a recall provision as a 
good government measure, so 
that any group of voters in town 
(whether it supports or opposes 
my point of view) can have’ an 
orderly, legitimate means of 
making grievances known before 
the conflict of ideas and per- 
sonalities gets out of hand.

On Homework 


To the Editor of the 
TOWNSMAN: 

I have sent letter, below, to the 
Andover School Committee, as I 
am very distressed by the 
homework policy for the primary 
grade students in the Andover 
schools. 

If other parents feel the same 
way I do, possibly their letter to 
our esteemed School Com- 
mitteemen might influence them 
to amend this policy to exclude 
the first four (or five) grades 
from such unnecessary and - to 
small children - frustrating work. 


Gentlemen: 

Please reconsider the 
homework policy for students, at 
least through fourth grade. 
Children of this age are much to 
young to be forced to study at 
home, after spending six hours in 
the classroom, and probably 
another hour, at least, going to 
and from school - longer, if by 
bus. 

My little girl is in the Third 
Loft at Bancroft, and is an 
average student, on low struc- 
ture. When she needed extra help 
last year, the teachers contacted 
me, and we spent time at home 
working on the particular 
problem she was having at the 
time. There was never any dif- 
ficulty in getting this work done, 
and she was happy doing it. I am 


sure these teachers are much 
more qualified to determine 
what their students need than is 
your committee, and they will 
give out extra or ‘‘home’”’ work 
when it is required, and in the 
particular area where it is need- 
ed. 

Children of this age need as 
much outdoor play as possible, 
and also a good night’s sleep. 
They can get neither if they are 
forced to do homework - even if 
only one-half hour three times a 
week. 

After her first week in school, I 
am beginning to find my 
daughter very uptight when she 
has homework, as she is tired, 
and has had enough work for one 
day. I'm sure that if you take the 
time to observe, if you have 
children in this age group, you 
will find that this same thing is 
happening in your own home. 

I hope that you will take the 
time to at least consider my ob- 
jection to this homework policy, 
and will give serious considera- 
tion to changing your stand on 
this policy. My opinion is that you 
should at least have had the 
courtesy to send questionnaires 
to all parents who have students 
in the Andover schools, before 
arbitrarily setting this policy.

William Davis Taylor 


To Present 
Fuess Award 


On Friday 


Phillips Academy’s Fuess 
Award for Distinguished Con- 
tribution to the Public Service 
will be presented next week to 
William Davis Taylor, publisher 
and chairman of the board of the 
Globe Newspaper Company, and 
an alumnus of the Academy. 

The public is invited to the 
presentation and to hear 
Publisher Taylor’s address Fri- 
day, Sept. 27, at 8 p.m. in Kemper 
Auditorium on the Phillips 
Academy campus. 

Headmaster Sizer will present 
the bronze medal which com- 
memorates the life and service 
of Claude Moore Fuess, head- 
master from 1933-1948, and 
honors an alumnus of the 
academy who has made a dis- 
tinguished contribution to the 
public service. The award is 
given each year that it is ap- 
propriate. A further purpose, or 
hope, of the Fuess Award is ‘‘to 
stimulate in the students of 
Phillips Academy greater in- 
terest in careers of public ser- 
vice and a greater concern for 
public affairs.” 

The first recipient of the Fuess 
Award in 1966-1967 was a group - 
the 65 alumni of the Academy 
who had served in the Peace 
Corps at that time. The most re- 
cent winner, two years ago, was 
Gerhard Gesell '28, U.S. Circuit 
Judge for the District of Colum- 
bia, who has gained more general 
notice since then for rulings on 
Watergate cases, some still pen- 
ding. The Fuess Award was 
presented in 1967-1968 to Harlan 
Cleveland, U.S. Ambassador to 
NATO, now president of the 
University of Hawaii; in 1969- 
1970 to U.S. Congressman 
William S. Moorhead of Penn- 
sylvania; in 1971-1972 to Deputy 
Under Secretary of State William 
Macomber, now U.S. Am- 
bassador to Turkey. All are 
alumni of Phillips Academy. 

The Award itself is a bronze 
medal carrying Fuess’s likeness 
created by famed American 
sculptor Paul Manship, whose 
work adorns the Addison Gallery 
of American Art on campus. The 
medal’s obverse carries these 
words from FKFuess’s book 
Independent Schoolmaster: 
“Give me a robust nonconfor- 
mist who has the courage of his 
convictions.”’

He 
became treasurer in 1937, 
general manager in 1940, 
publisher in 1955 and chairman of 
the board in 1963. Taylor also is 
president and a director of Af- 
filiated Publications, Inc., and is 
a director of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion. The publisher holds 
honorary degrees from Colby 
College and from Suffolk Univer- 
Sity. 

Davis Taylor, as he is usually 
known, is a director of the 
Hurricane Island Outward Bound 
School, the American Cancer 
Society, and is member of the 
Corporation of Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institute. He is 
chairman of the board of the 
American Commercial Fish Ex- 
position. He serves on the Ad- 
visory Council of the Episcopal 
Church Foundation and is a 
member of the Vineyard Open 
Land Foundation. He serves on 
the Executive Board of the 
Boston Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, and is a trustee of No- 
ble & Greenough School in 
Dedham. He is married to the 
former Ann Caroline Macy. The 
Taylor’s have six children and 
make their home in Westwood, 
and Martha’s Vineyard.

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30 Editorial Comment 


Mr. Wragg 


The resignation of John G. Wragg from the school 
committee this past week, raises some particular 
questions and points to some activity which we have 
commented upon for some time. 

We wonder, for instance, if Mr. Wragg chose to leave 
the committee for reasons of increased demands of his 
profession, or due to the indignities he and his family 
have been subjected to? 

In his parting shot, he levelled a charge at the 
superintendent of schools in a manner which smacked 
of being a last ditch effort to accomplish what he and 
others on the school committee have been attempting to 
do for some time, unsuccessfully, namely rid the town 
of the tenure-secure Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert. 

We shall confine our editorial comment to the in- 
dignities portion of the resignee’s statement. 

Mr. Wragg noted inhis remarks substantiated by 
Dr. Francis J. Griggs, board chairman and Frederick 
Fitzgerald, that Wragg and others have been subjected 
to anonymous telephone calls, jeered from the audience 
at public meetings, had garbage thrown on his lawn, 
among other things. 

Regardless of one’s opinion of Mr. Wragg, or any 
other member of the committee, such actions are un- 
called for. 

When a person seeks public office, it is generally un- 
derstood that the lifestyle changes from one of privacy 
to purely public. But there is a limit to which one should 
be subjected to public abuse. 

The actions of those in attendance at school com- 
mittee meetings in recent months has been less than ex- 
emplary and is similar to that which caused Dr. Seifert 
to comment a few years ago after a particularly heated 
town meeting, that common courtesy should still be a 
part of everyday life. 

No person in any office should have to be subjected to 
derisive treatment, simply because he espouses a par- 
ticular cause, or in this case, educational philosophy, 
Mr. Wragg included. 

As for school committee sessions and subjecting 
board members to some of the treatment they have 
been receiving, we might suggest that it is particularly 
inappropriate since those responsible for the actions 
are generally parents, or, in some cases, professional 
people who should be giving example to the younger ele- 
ment of the community. 

Hardly could the type of action mentioned justify ex- 
emplary conduct. 

While on the subject of the resignation comes the 
question of the - - 


The Vacancy 


- - which the selectmen and school committee must 
fill until the annual town election in March. 

We understand that the selectmen and school com- 
mittee members have been ‘‘getting a little more mail 
than usual” as Selectman Alan French said Monday 
night. 

No doubt there are many, of differing philosophies 
who are seeking the appointment. 

We would suggest that quite possibly the interim ap- 
pointee be of such a nature as to provide a calming 
effect on the school board, if such is possible. 

Also, it would be beneficial, if the person approved by 
the meeting of the joint board at some future date, were 
not particulary interested in campaigning for the posi- 
tion come the March town election. 

It seems a bit unfair to give a person the so-called 
benefit of being an incumbent, even if it is just for a few 
months. 

Oddly enough, the selectmen sit in a rather curious 
position, 

For the past several years, the selectmen have con- 
tinuously been striving to be the so-called ‘‘policy mak- 
ing board,” of-the town, With,a unaniminity, of choice, at, 


the joint meeting, the board can inject, themselves into , 


the school department to a certain extent. 
There would appear to be three strong votes on the 
school committee which will maintain control along the 


se 


lines set forth since last March. 

But the selectmen, as a board, sit in a position, to 
begin a change in direction, if they so choose. 

It will be interesting to observe. 


; The Train 


Anyone who has followed these columns with any 
regularity could judge that we are not completely 
enamoured by the Mass. Bay Transit Authority. 

Such judgment stems from the operation of the 
authority and its view, until this week toward the com- 
munities it serves, in Andover’s case the once-a-day 
train service to Boston. 

Until Monday night, the only thing the town has ever 
heard from the MBTA is in the form of an annual bill for 
service. 

All that changed Monday night when David Gunn, in 
charge of commuter rail service for the MBTA 
appeared before the selectmen with some facts , figures 
and an expressed desire to answer questions. 

It is the first time that a representative has appeared 
on the scene and in this case, no fault of Mr. Gunn, at 
the 11th hour as the town is about to decide on the con- 
tinuance of service. 

Andover, it would appear holds an upper hand on the 
continued train service, bearing slightly more than 49 
per cent of the responsibility for the train. 


Mr. Gunn explained the costs of running the service, 
much of it tied up in equipment run at peak hours. He 
also indicated the possibility of additional service to the 
area, of which the selectmen are seeking additional in- 
formation. 


His appearance here, and explanation of costs, 

. tempered the selectmen’s views of the train service to 

the point that what had started out as almost certain 

objection to the article at the October town meeting, to 

a somewhat cautious approval. This was based on a 
reduced annual cost figure from $32,000 to $15,000. 

We, too, are somewhat interested in obtaining the ad- 
ditional information and cost figures. 

Not completely optimistic at this point about the 
MBTA operation of train service to Andover and its 
possible implications, we are heartened somewhat that 
at last someone has come forth with some long sought 
information about the cost of the train. 

It is much easier to do business with a person who 
knows the situation, rather than a billhead or a piece of 
paper, as has been the case in the past.

Conference 
On TV Ads 
At College 


What impact does T.V. adver- 
tising have on children? Is televi- 
sion advertising for children 
beneficial or harmful? What 
changes would you like to see in 
this area? 

These and many other 
questions on television adver- 
tising’s effects on children will 
be the focus of an open con- 
ference at Merrimack College on 
Tuesday, Oct. 1 at 1 p.m. in the 
Perkins Lounge of Gildea Hall. 

The Merrimack College panel 
discussion and forum is entitled: 
‘‘The Current Status of 
Children’s Advertising’ and will 
be chaired by Marketing 
Professor Charles Comegys of 
Swampscott. 

The outgrowth of a classroom 
project in a Marketing Com- 
munications course at 
Merrimack, ‘‘the conference will 
present both sides of this issue 
which has become of great con- 
cern to parents during the past 
two years,’’ said Prof. Comegys. 

“We hope that area residents 
and especially parents of young 
children will come to the open 
conference to share their views 
with us. It is the parents who 
have helped to bring about some 
changes in children’s television 
advertising policies,’ continued 
Prof. Comegys. 

The conference will open with 
Short film enntitled ‘But First 
This Message” prepared by Ac- 
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(A.C.T.), a Boston-based’ con- 
sumer group. Following the film, 
additional visual aids and 
transparencies will be shown to 
illustrate both the marketing 
analysts’ and consumer protec- 
tion groups’ sides of the issue. 
The results of questionnaires 
submitted to Merrimack faculty 
and administrators as a small 
research sampling of parental 
response will also be presented 
as background for the general 
discussion. 

An Assistant Professor of 
Marketing in the Division of 
Business Administration, Prof. 
Comegys was recently appointed 
to the Merrimack College faculty 
for the 1974-75 academic year. He 
has previously been an instructor 
at Salem State College and a lec- 
turer at Northeastern University 
and the University of 
Massachusetts - Boston prior to 
his Merrimack College appoint- 
ment.

Titanic Sinking Led To 
Electronic Depth Sounders 


Someone once said that most 
laws, regulations, and scientific 
achievements are brought about 
by reactions to accidents and 
adversities. 

The electronic depth sounder 
falls into that category. 

In common use by professional 
seamen, commercial and sport 
fishermen, and pleasure boatmen 
all over the world, it was an un- 
expected fall-out from the luxury 
liner Titanie’s collision with an 
iceberg in 1912. 

More than 1500 persons lost 
their lives when the submerged 
foot of an unseen iceberg ripped 
the liner from stem to stern on 
her maiden voyage. 

The International Ice Patrol 
was launched the following year 
and U.S. Coast Guard cutters 
began their annual patrols of the 
North Atlantic shipping lanes off 
Newfoundland. To dissolve the 
oversize ice cubes they tried ex- 
plosives and even painted the ice 
islands in heat-absorbing colors, 
but the giant bergs were in- 
destructable. Turning to ways to 
improve detection, whistles were 
blown in hopes of hearing a war- 
ning echo and changes in water 
temperature were observed 
carefully. 

The following year, Submarine 
Signal Company proposed an ex- 
periment with an underwater 
noisemaker called an oscillator. 
The scheme involved sending out 
an underwater ‘‘thunder clap” 
and then listening for the echo 
that bounced back when the 
sound wave hit an iceberg. 

Professor Reginald Fessenden, 
the oscillator’s inventor, and two 
other scientists from the Boston 
firm sailed for the Grand Banks 
in the cutter Miami during the 
1914 Ice Patrol. When they 
Sighted their first berg the ship 
came close aboard, the oscillator 
was lowered ten feet below the 
Surface, and the noise pulses 
were begun. 

Professor Fessenden used a 
stop watch to measure the time 
that it took for the signal to leave 


» the ship and return. Earlier 


researchers had determined the 
speed .of sound in water sa the 
distance to the iceberg could be 
calculated from the elapsed 
time. 


The echoes were strong at 200 
yards. Although special 
hydrophones had been installed 
inside water tanks in the ship’s 
bilges, the returning echoes were 
heard clearly throughout the ship 
without listening equipment. 

The ship moved out to a half 
mile, a mile, and then a mile and 
a half. But a strong echo per- 
sisted at one mile even after they 
opened the range to two miles. 
The non-directional sound waves 
were bouncing off the mile-deep 
ocean floor as well as off the 
iceberg. 

World War I brought an im- 
mediate priority for research 
into underwater sound detection 
of submarines and depth soun- 
ding research was postponed. 

Following the war, a complete 
bottom detection system was 
built for the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey ship Lydonia, which im- 
mediately went to work collec- 
ting soundings for chartmaking 
at an unprecedented rate. 

It was 50 years ago, in 1924, 
that the first commercial model 
of an echo depth sounder went on 
sale. Trademarked a 
‘‘Fathometer,’’ the first one was 
installed on the M&M liner SS 
Berkshire. Newsmen and marine 
editors rode the ship from 
Baltimore to Cape Charles, 
Virginia, and correctly predicted 
universal application for the 
electronic marvel. Within a 
decade practically every ocean- 
going vessel in the world had an 
echo sounder. 

In 1946, the Submarine Signal 
Company became part of 
Raytheon Company while their 
Fathometer depth sounders con- 
tinued to be installed in naval 
vessels, merchant Ships, and 
even the larger yachts. In the 
late fifties, the transistor 
brought the depth sounder to the 
small boat owner. 

Instead of 110 volts needed to 
drive power-hungry electron 
tubes, sounders could be made to 
operate from 12-volt batteries. 
The transistor circuits were so 
small that the navigation aids 
could be compressed in size. The 
largest: part became the display 
dial or the recording chart. And 
with large scale production and a 
new mass market of pleasure 
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boatmen and sport fishermen, 
the price came down to where 
practically every boatman could 
afford the safety and con- 
venience of continuous reports on 
the depth of water under his boat. 

Professor Fessenden’s os- 
cillator never did become pop- 
ular as an iceberg detector. The 
Coast Guard still maintains the 
“find and tell’ patrols locating 
bergs and broadcasting their 
positions, but all over the world 
millions of boatmen and 
professional mariners enjoy the 
convenience and safety of elec- 
tronic depth sounding.

“Webworms Un-Neat, But 
Cause Little Damage

Those silk tents that one sees 
pulled down over limbs of 
deciduous trees at this season are 
the bivouaes of fall webworms. 
In general, the tents look much 
like huge stockings. They encir- 


cle the limb completely. If one 
looks through the gossamer 
fabric, one can see thousands of 


little black caterpillars chom- 
ping away on the limb’s leaves. 
Eventually, the small cater- 
pillars become small moths. 
Usually the moths are white, 
although a subspecies wears dark 
speckles on the upper wing. Since 
it has a wingspread of only one 
and a half inches, and actually 
appears even smaller, the adult 
moth that evolves from the fall 
webworm is inconspicuous. It 
has no common or popular name. 
Entomologist sometimes refer to 
it as “the fall webworm moth,” 
but that is self-defeating since 
the moth obviously is not a 
webworm nor shows any 
similarity to its larval stage. 
Scientifically, it is quite a 
mouthful: Hyphantria cunea. For 
the form with speckles on the 
forewing, one should add a third 
word to the name: punc- 
tatissima. Another form bears 
the third word: pallida. These 
are both supér-refinements of 
slight variations of the basic 
form, cunea. The species as a

Well, if Be 
the critter has proliferated — 


among apple trees or pear trees, 
its presence is more than 
aesthetically displeasing. But in 
the average commercial orchard 
the rain of pesticides is sufficient 


to preclude the presence of the P 


worms. 


For the average forest tree, 


the webworm does little damage, 
other than terminating a bit 
ahead of time the food-making 
activity for the leaves on a 
branch, or a few branches. 
Webworms fortunately prefer 
deciduous trees and they reach 
full activity late enough in the 
season that the tree has com- 
pleted most of its annual growth. 
The tree soon would have no use 
for the leaves and would shed 
them anyway. 

On the lawn trees, webworms 
are un-neat. If the tents are low 


enough to reach, one might break , 


them with a broom. A powerful 
stream of water from a hose 
tends to tear the tents. Breaking 
the tent causes damage to the 
worms, because their lifestyle 
requires its protection. 

One can be certain that a real 
boom year - - which happens in 
different years in different areas 
- - poses future problems for the 
worms. For, like most 
organisms, they have diseases 
and parasites that flourish.

Nothing Fishy About Sleeping 


By Polly Bradley 
Do fish sleep? People sleep, 
and so do dogs, cats, birds, and 
many other familiar creatures. . 
.but fish? 


“Fish have no eyelids, so it’s 


..,hard to tell when they go to sleep, 


but yes, they really do sleep. 
They rest and are inactive, and 
you can sneak up on them and 
surprise them. If you’re careful, 
you can even reach out and catch 
one while it’s asleep,’’ says Dr. 
Bruce B. Collette, Assistant 
Laboratory Director of the 
National Marine Fisheries Ser- 
vice Systematies Laboratory at 
the United States National 
Museum (Smithsonian 
Institution). Dr. Collette is a 
summer resident of New 
England, teaching summer 
classes every year at 
Northeastern University’s 
Marine Sciences Institute in 
Nahant. 


Dr. Collette is an expert on the 
sleeping and waking habits of 
fish. 


He spent two weeks living on 
the bottom of the ocean in 
Tektite, an undersea habitat, 
studying what happens in the 
morning when the daytime fishes 
get up and the nighttime fishes go 


to bed, and what happens in the 
evening when the daytime fishes 
go to bed and the nighttime fishes 
get up. 

Fishes, like people, must sleep, 
and most fish have a preference 
for either day or night activity. 
Fortunately for them, unlike peo- 
ple, the daytime and nighttime 
fishes are not married to each 
other. Each species has its 
preference, rather than each in- 
dividual. A few species are ac- 
tive off and on both day and 
night. 


Tektite was located off a coral 


reef in the Virgin Islands. The’ 
coral reef served as home and 


bed for the various fish. 


Every morning and every 
evening, Dr. Collette swam out of 
Tektite for two or two anda half 
hours to watch the fish get up and 
go to bed. Each species had its 
preferred habits, but in many 
cases an individual had its own 
“bed”. . . its private safe spot 
within the coral reef. 


Dr. Collette found that some 
fish shared the same food supply 
at different times. For example, 
the Blue Chromis ate the 
plankton (microscopic plants and 
animals) above the coral reef in 
the daytime, and as it was going 


back down to the reef for ‘‘bed,”’ 
the Long-Toothed Cardinal Fish 
was rising to eat plankton above 
the reef at night. 


~ There are more daytime fishes 


than nighttime fishes, according . 


to Dr. Collette. ‘‘Some fish graze 
on seaweed, just as cows graze 
on grass,”’ he says. ‘‘These algae 
eaters are all daytime fish.”’ 


Scientists have wondered for 
many years how daytime and 
nighttime fish know exactly 
when to get up and go to bed. Do 
they have some sort of ‘‘internal 
clock’’ mechanism, or do they 
tell from the amount of light as 
dawn breaks or twilight comes? 


Dr. Collette was fortunate 
enough to find out the answer, 
though at the time he was not 
convinced that it was good luck. 
Just before the time he was sup- 
posed to come up from Tektite, a 
severe tropical storm came and 
his exit from Tektite was delayed 
for three days. During the storm, 


~he observed that the daytime 


fishes got up about half an hour 
later than their normal hour 
because of the darkness, which 
indicates that a fish’s rising and 
retiring are triggered by light 
sensitivity. : 


New Guessing Game At Meat Counter 


Shopping for meat, a difficult 
task at best for the past year or 
two, seems to have become in- 
finitely tougher (no pun intend- 
ed) now that all the cuts have 
different names. Consumers 
study the tags to discover what a 
cut was ‘‘formerly called,”’ make 


@ a tentative identification, then 


often find their choice has been 
cut differently. 


But the new meat identity 
program will benefit everyone in 
the long run, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA), because 
everyone - customers, retailers 
and meat packers alike - will be 
talking about precisely the same 
thing. 


Up to now, the same cut of 
meat could have a different 
name in different states, and 
even in different sections of the 
same state. 

The new program, launched 
nationwide by the meat industry 
last fall, reduces more than 1,000 
different names to 315 standard 
cuts and standardized descrip- 
tions for beef, pork, lamb and 
veal, 

The ‘meat identity standards 
are being adopted by individual 
States. Massachusetts put’ the 
program into effect last 
November, and the labels are 
now appearing statewide, 

Both trade and public will 
benefit, and consumers will soon 
realize that considerable confu- 


sion as well as possible deception 
has been eliminated, says the 
MDA. 

All names now are in three 
parts, describing (1) the type of 
meat; (2) the primal section 
from which the cut is derived; 
and (3), the retail name. 

MDA offers a list of all cuts 
and their former names without 
charge upon request. Write to 
‘Meat Names,’’ Mass. Dept. of 
Agriculture, 100 Cambridge St., 
Boston, 02202, enclosing a 
stamped self-addressed envelope 
for your copy. 

As long as we can still afford to 
shop at the meat counter, 
familiarity with the labelling will 
go a long way toward saving 
money and getting satisfaction.

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Capital Spending In Area Trails Trend In Nation 


A 21 per cent increase over 1973 
in the 1974 capital spending plans 
of New England manufacturers, 
while encouraging, continues to 
trail the nation as a whole in that 
important indicator of manufac- 
turing strength. 

Dr. James M. Howell, vice 
president and chief economist of 
The First National Bank of 
Boston, said the bank’s spring 
capital spending survey shows 
the region’s manufacturers plan 
to spend $1.574 billion on new 
plant and equipment compared 
with 1973's $1.303 billion. 

Nationally, Howell referred to 
a McGraw-Hill survey that dis- 
closed 1974 spending plans run- 
ning 32 per cent higher than last 
year's. The surveys of both the 
bank and McGraw-Hill were con- 
ducted in March and April and 
the processing of the data done in 

the ensuing months. 

‘Although New England’s 
planned manufacturing capital 
spending increase is less than the 
nation’s, and both are affected by 
inflation, the 21 per cent increase 
is very strong and shows that 
regional manufacturers are par- 
ticipating in the national capital 
spending boom,’’ Dr. Howell 
stated. ‘‘In the face of the 
current high rates of inflation 
and unemployment, a sustained 
high rate of capital investment is 
the most encouraging sign that 
those very problems will be 
ameliorated in the next several 
years, 

“A big jump in the capital 
equipment available for use in 
manufacturing will result, in 
time, in increased productivity of 
labor which will help to reduce 
inflationary pressures in the 
economy. New capital spending 
also will add to overall plant 
capacity, thus providing greater 

manufacturing wherewithal to 
work off unusually high levels of

backlogs of orders.”’ 

The planned increase in New 
Eingland for nondurable goods is 
21 per cent, according to the 
bank’s survey, and for durable 
goods industries, 20 per cent. 
Nationally, the McGraw-Hill 
study shows, the figures are 35 
per cent for nondurables and 29 
per cent for durables. 

“The slightly more rapid 
growth of nondurable goods 
capital spending for New 
England is a reversal of the usual 
pattern for the region,’’ noted 
Howell who traces the reason 
“primarily to the paper and pulp 
industry, expending by 42 per 
cent to a rate of $223.2 million in 
1974. . over one third of the total 
investment in all nondurable 
capital goods in New England.” 
He said that overall U.S. figures 
show a planned 49 per cent rise in 
capital spending in the industry. 

The installation of pollution 
control equipment, especially for 
water pollution abatement, and 
expansion or modernization of 
capacity are cited in the bank 
survey as creating a distinct up- 
surge in the capital spending 
plans in the paper and pulp in- 
dustry. ‘‘The industry has been 
producing at near capacity levels 
recently and orders remain high, 
so a large expansion of capacity 


is clearly indicated,’’ Howell 
stated. 
Other nondurable industries 


listed in the report as having 
plans for expanded capital spen- 
ding include textiles, 11 per cent; 
food and beverage industries, 17 
per cent; and chemicals, 36 per 
cent. Nationally, the figures run 
16 per cent for textiles, 26 per 
cent for food and beverages and 
36 per cent for chemicals. 
Among the durable goods in- 
dustries in New England, the 
largest increases are shown to be 
in transportation equipment, 33 
per cent; fabricated metals, 29 
r cent, and stone, clay and 
glass, 37 per cent. ‘‘Such other in- 
dustries as electrical equipment

and instruments have relatively 
low percentage increases in 1974 
but very high levels of capital 
spending which have been 
sustained for several years,” 
Howell noted. 

In. comparing expansion and 
replacement plans, the study 
reports that ‘‘of the nearly $1.6 
billion of 1974 investment in New 
England manufacturing industry, 
$913 million. or 58 per cent, will 
be devoted to replacement and 
modernization, including pollu- 
tion control expenditures, the 
remainder to expansion and new 
processes. This contrasts sharply 
with the 53 per cent of the total 
national investment that will go 
towards expansion in 1974.” 
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In 1973, 45 per cent of capital 
spending in New England went 


‘for expansion, 55 per cent for 


replacement and modernization. 

Howell observed that ‘‘this 
rather marked preference among 
New England firms for replace- 
ment and modernization is 
regrettable. For years, capital 
spending in New England has 
lagged behind the nation. The ul- 
timate revitalization of the 
regional economy rests heavily 
on a multiyear quantum jump in 
capital spending for expansion of 
new facilities.” 

In another measure of new 
capital spending - - the invest- 
ment mix of plant construction 
and machinery and equipment - - 
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Howell found New England 
figures more encouraging. 
‘Manufacturers in New England 
plan to spend only 17 per cent of 
their investment on plant con- 
struction, down seven percentage 
points from 1973. Un- 
questionably, the concentration 
of new capital spending for 
machinery and equipment is in 
the right direction to retain the 
competitiveness in our high- 
technology industries.”’ 


Brazil’s automobile production 
during the first six months of 1974 
shot up 23 per cent compared 
with the number of cars 
manufactured during the same 
period last year.

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Hawk-Watch Begins 


The first inflight study of hawk 
migration patterns in North 
American has been conducted in 
September over southern New 
England with the aid of a 
motorized sailplane. 

The project, known as the 
“Smirnoff Hawk Patrol,” is a 
joint effort of the Connecticut 
Audubon Council and cooperating 
naturalists in the northeastern 
United States.

The study will employ a two- 
place German-built motor glider, 
known as an RF-5B Sperber, to 
observe migrating hawks in their 
Own environment, thousands of 
feet above the earth. Ap- 
propriately, ‘‘Sperber’’ is the 
German word for sparrow-hawk. 

Costs of the inflight study are 
being underwritten by Smirnoff 
Vodka, a major sponsor of inter- 
national sailplane events, notably 


an annual transcontinental 
Sailplane race. 


The project will be coordinated 
with an annual hawk migration 
study which has been conducted 
each September since 1971 by 
members of the Audubon group 
under the direction of Donald A. 
Hopkins of Windsor, Conn. and 
Gerald S. Mersereau of 
Simsbury, Conn., both recognized 
authorities on hawk behavior. 

During the course of the 
month-long study, the Smirnoff 
Hawk Patrol will encompass 


roughly 4,000 square miles, from 
the Northampton - Springfield, 
Mass. area south to near Hart- 
ford and as far west as Danbury, 
Conn. and Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 


As many as 200 volunteer 
observers man 40 or more sites 
from southern New Hampshire 
to eastern New York State in the 
annual New England Hawk 
Watch, tracking from the ground 
the southwestward flights of 
thousands of migrating hawks.

(h) The topography of land in a general manner. 

In addition, submittal of the following is suggested to help un-
